An atrocious outrage was committed 


at Sciotovillo Friday night. 
News of 


the awfnl crime reached the city about 
midnight. The first report was that a 
black fiend had outraged a littlo girl 
and then threw her in the river to 
drown. 
A searching party reached 


town early this morning on the track 
of the supposed guilty man. 
From the 


description given the police, 
Officer 


Harding thought he recognized the fel- 
low as a man he had seen go across the 
river about midnight. 
Together with 


Officer 
Herrick they started on his 


track. 


The report that reached the city last 


iiight seems to be considerably exag- 
gerated. 
It was not a, little girl who 


was made the victim of the assault, 
but a young lady from Wellston named 
Lizzie Jones. She is about tweuty-tsvo 
years old. Nothing is known of the 
circumstances of the outrageous occur- 
rence, except the story told by the 
young lady herself. 
Her story is not 


very well connected and is very weak 
in many points. There is considerable 
mystery about the affair. 


Miss Jones, who formerly lived in 


Soiotoville, says she was coming down 
on the B. & 0. S-W. train to visit 
friends in Soiotoville. On the train 
she became acquainted with two men, 
whose names she claims she .does not 
know. 
They also got on the train at 


Wellston. 
She describes them as being 


well dressed, ono being a very toll man 
and the other a small like man with 
dark mustache. 
When she got off the 


train 
at 
Sciotoville, 
about 
seven 


o'clock, they also alighted, and taking 
hold of her, one on each side, started 
direct for the river. 
She tried 
t^ 


scream, but they choked her into in 
sensibility, and she remembers no more 
until thrown in the river, where the 
cold water revived her somewhat. 


She was heard struggling in th 


water by a man named McNally, who 
wont to her rescue. 
She was taken fc 


the home of Ohas. Vanduaen and Dr 
Stewart summoned. 
He worked an 


hour or so with her before she lecov 
ered consciousness. 
There were mark 


on her throat where she had been 
ehokod. 
An examination this morniiij 


shows the tracks, whern two men anc 
a womnu wont toward the river. 


The water is vary shallow at th 


point where the woman was thrown in 
The two men wore not seen by anyon 
in the neighborhood. 
Even the train 


men and passengers did not notice the 
two men on the train with the woman. 
The train was a half hour or so late, 
and it was but a few minutes after the 
train had loft that tho woman was 
found by Mrus'ally. 
What object the 


men had in disposing of the woman is 
not known., She is a highly respect- 
able yonng woman and has never been 
known to have any trouble. 


The police telegraphed last night 


along the 0. & O. both ways in hopes 
of getting some news from tho man 
who crossed the river about midnight, 
but no trace of him could be found. 
It 


is quite likely they were mistaken in 
the man. 
The guilty men would 


hardly come this way. 
Tho affair has 


created much excitement about Scioto- 
ville and if the men are caught they 
will be severely dealt with.
